U.S.A. RABBIS MAY 
BE CALLED UP 


Chaplains Needed for 
Armed Forces

New York 

A plan to call up American rabbis for 
service as chaplains to the . American 
armed forces, both in peace and during an 
emergency, has been devised by a rab- 
binical committee representing Orthodox, 
Conservative, and Reform organisations, 
it is announced by the National Jewish 
Welfare Board here. This is the first 
draft of its kind in the United States. 

Under the plan, rabbis. who are exempt 
from military service, will be drafted by 
leaders of their faith to ensure a steady 
flow of Jewish chaplains to the armed 
forces. and also to build up a reserve 
force in the event of war. Special draft 
and appeal boards are to be set up, and 
these wilt use. social and economic 
pressure if necessary; Young rabbis who 
refuse to serve—their names will presum- 
ably be -made -public—will find it 
extremely. difficult to obtain posts. 

At present, there are 37 Jewish chap- 
lains serving with the American forces, 
eight on active duty. During the second 
world war, 311 Jewish chaplains were 
attached to American units.

Nine more German war criminals had 
their sentences reduced this week by 
order of General Thomas Handy, Com- 
mander-in-Chief. of the United States 
forces in Europe. They were convicted 
in 1947 for helping to run the concentra- 
tion camp at Flossenburg. Two prisoners 
will be released immediately: four others 
had their life semences cut to terms of 
imprisonment ranging from. 12 to 25 
years. 

The sweeping revision of sentences on 
German war criminals, announced last 
week by the American authorities, has 
not satisfied the German authorities and 

ress. The West German Government 
fas sent a memorandum to the U.S. 
High Commission pointing out that the 
new German Constitution bans capital 
punishment, and requesting that the seven 
condemned criminals at Landsberg be 

rieved. 
AS the 32 war criminals released by 
the Americans left Landsberg prison last

week-end, the vast majority of German 
newspapers began a vigorous campaign 
to secure a further reduction of sentences 
on Nazis convicted for war crimes.

The Bishop of 
Munich, Dr. Neuhadusler, who, in the past, 
has taken a prominent part in demon- 
strations called to protest against the 
continued detention of the war criminals, 
has asked the Americans to undertake a 
further review. of sentences. 

Criticism of the American decision has 
been expressed in a number of countries, 
in Belgium. Le Sor, the 
eading Belgian independent newspaper, 
described the reduction of sentences as 
** excessive clemency.’ Belgian Jews called 
a large public meeting in Antwerp to 
protest against the release of war 
criminals and the remilitarisation of 
Germany. Speakers included Belgian and 
French non-Jews. 

The majority of American rabbis, in 
their sermons last week-end, denounced 
the commutations. 

A French Foreign Office spokesman 
said in Paris on Wednesday that France 
had no intention of revising sentences on 
German war criminals sentenced by 
French courts.

A.J.A. AND NAZI WAR CRIMINALS 


High Commissioner's 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Sharp criticism of the statement by 
the British High Commissioner in 
Germany regarding Nazi war 
criminals Was expressed jn a report 
submitted by the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
rion to the Council meeting of the 
Association, held at Woburn House, 
tondon, on Thursday of last week. 
rhe President, the Hon. Ewen E. S. 
Montague, C.B.E., K.C., was in the 
Chair. 


Mr. Rowland Landman, Chairman of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee, said that 
he had to refer to the .question of Ger- 
man rearmament, because discussion on 
‘he subject continued in Jewish circles. 
The mainsrring for action of a Jewish 
body like the AJ.A. should be Jewish 
serests rather than Jewish feeling. The 
fact that the Association did not con- 
vider the question one of Jewish interest 
-ertainly did not mean that # approved 
he rearming of Germany. 

In regard to Nazi war criminals, said 
Mr. Landman, Jews as such had a legiti- 
mate interest. Amy suggestion that the 
yniences against these criminals were not 
hased on elementary justice but had their 
foundation in hatred or revenge could 
jo untold harm in Germany and beyond. 
Jews must be suspicious W altempis were 
made to whitewash not only the German 
people but the very people who had com- 
mitted such unspeakable atrocities. 


“™Murder Remains Murder 


Dealing with Sir Hartley Shawcross's 
™ recent comment that “ Murder remains 
murder not less so if tens of thousands 
have been assassinated,” Mr. Landman 
@ said that the Attorney-General was obvi- 
ously referring to the statement by the 
British High Commissioner in Germany, 


Sir Ivone Kirkpatrick, who said: “ There 
sno man in prison in Germany for war 
cromes whose sentence I shall not be will- 
ng to consider in view of the changed

2 The statement, he continued, inferred 
that by “changed circumstances" the 
"S Hich Commissioner could have in mind 
only changed political circumstances 
winch, it would appear, made mass mur- 
oe der a less reprehénsible crime, and made 
meentration camp atrocities excusable 
Band slave labour permissible. They 
m™ objected equally strongly to the sugges-

from the High Commissioner's remarks, 
hat the Nuremberg trials and sentences 
were based not on law and justice, but 
we on hatred and revenge.

Unfortunate Dispute 


The President made a statement at the 
beginning of the meeting about < the

something of a temporary setback, al 
least in atmosphere, to the development 
of friendly relations between the Associa- 

tion and the Board. 

= The matter. he went on, had arisen 
= out of the first meeting of the A.J.A. 
Luncheon Club, which was addressed by 
Sir Robert Waley Cohen, who chose his 
own words and put some thoughts into 
imembers’ minds. In proposing a vote 
of thanks, he (the President) had said 
that everyone would agree with what Sir 
MeRobert said. He did not endorse any 
mparticular words of Sir Robert, but the 
thoughts he expressed. He (the Presi- 
lent) stull endorsed them. 

Sur Robert's remarks, said the Presi- 
ent, were not any pronouncement of a 
hange of policy, and the words that Sir 
‘Obert used were quite different. from 
he interpretation that had been put on 
hem by the Board of Deputies. . They 
were not different in essence from the 
in THe Curonicie. What 
“ep Robert said was interpreted as indi- 
ating a desire that Jews should be sub- 
rviem to the Government and never 
niticise. Anyone who knew Sir Robert 
ould know that he was the last person 
mn the world to suggest that they should 
¢ subservient to anybody, least of all 
Government.

Statement Criticised 


Jewry stood for was exactly the same as 
what the British people—not the British 
Government—stood for. If there was a 
dispute, one or the other must be wrong. 
It was sometimes one and sometimes the 
other. He instanced a case when the 
Government fell short of its ideals in the 
later stages of its policy in regard to 
Palestine. In those circumstances. Sir. 
Robert suggested that they had every 
right of democratic criticism. 
_ In his reference to the Board of Depu- 
ties, Sir Robert said that a watchdog was 
needed in the community in regard to 
the Board. There was hardly a person 
in the community. said Mr. Montagu, 
who could do other than shudder at the 
recent policy of the Board. THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE had itself criticised the 
Board's resolution on Germany in ‘which 


the Government was asked to decide 
world-shaking policy on a sentimental 
basis. He personally was doubtful 


whether * was a right policy, but such a 
policy should certainly not be decided on 
an emotional basis. 

The Board. he went on. needed a 
watchdog in tts handling of the Trades 
Advisory Counci!. which « had allowed 
to go unchecked and into the activities of 
which it had failed to open an inquiry until 
prodded by others, including the AJ.A. 


Peace and Co-operation 


The members of the A.J.A.. Mr. Mon- 
tagu said, had clear consciences. Their 
Policy was peace and co-operation in the 
community. Representatives of the 
A.J.A. had played an important part in 
the discussions between the Board and 


the dissidem organisations. They had 
been thanked by every organisation 
except the Board for the contributions 


they had made. When the Board had 
met im December, Dr. Cohen had said 
that the A.J.A. were only at the discus- 
sions as observers, and had used’ the 
expression that it needed two to make 
shalom. Dr. Cohen was less than just 
to the part played by the AJ.A. He 
might. wuhouwt any strain and with 
proper Jewish generosity, have said that 
the A.J.A. were at the discussions to 
assist in getting all Jewish communities 
That was, 
perhaps, too much to expect from him. 

The Board, said the President, could 
not be sacrosanct and free from criticism.

Zone.

SERMON FOR WE 


The Uniqueness 
of Man 


“ Speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they take for Me an offering; 
of every man whose heart maketh him 
willing ye shall take My offering.” 
(Exodus xxv, 2.) 


E live in an age which appears 

to be governed by the power 

of the masses, Efficiency is 
measured by the ability to produce 
mass quantities. Political domination 
depends upon the strength which can 
be displayed by the massing of forces. 
What a sad reflection upon the pro- 
gress Of man! For the more one con- 
centrates one’s attention upon quan- 
lity, which is the equivalent of the 
mass, the more one tends to overlook 
quality, which is symbolised by the 
individual, 


This tendency depresses those who 
see in mans personality a unique 
quality which must not be sacrificed 
upon the altar of political expediency. 
For the concept of man as a unique 
creation is based upon the. highest 
religious principles. Man was created 
in the image of God. He was not 
mass-produced. Each man is endowed 
with qualities which he can use in 
order to contribute to the happiness 
of his fellow-man. Each has some- 
thing to give to society. But the act 
of giving can be performed only when 
he is encouraged to do so in his own 
individual capacity, not when he is 
forced to comply with a set design 
imposed by forces external to himself. 


MAAN is a unique individual and his 
Own personality reveals that indi- 
viduality. The Midrash was well 
aware of this truth when it pointed 
to the first chapters of Genesis and 
noted that while all the component 
parts Of the animal and vegetable 
worlds were created .in plurality, man 
alone was formed singly. He is not 
to be considered merely as part of a 
whole. 
entity. 
This great concept is_ further 
enhanced by the understanding of our 
text. When Moses received his instruc- 
tions for the erection of a Sanctuary. 
he was told to jnform the Israelites 
that they were to contribute materials 
for that central place of worship. 
Each member of the community was 
asked to contribute. Each was to give 
ther amount that he felt impelled to 
give. No one was forced to give or 
threatened with the consequences if 
he did not contribute. Nor was a 
mass tax imposed on the community. 
As a result of this approach to the 
community, the Sanctuary could serve 
as. a symbol for the whole house of 
Israel. for .each man could feel that 
he had a share in the structure. | 


HE tormented world -of to-day 

needs to relearn the lesson which 
was so simply taught to the Israelites 
in the early days of their - history 
Judaism has remained true to that 
teaching in spite of the many victssi- 
tudes through which it has passed. 
We are ever conscious of the unity ol 
the group and never fail to refer in 
our prayers to the combined needs of 
the congregation of Israel. © Our 
prayers are all couched in the plural, 
for we think in terms of the whole. 
But we do not lose sight of the place 
of the individual within that whole. 
We think of each other and pray for 
the welfare of each other. But we 
are constantly aware that each mem- 
ber of the community is a unique 
character whose personality must be 
safeguarded. 

Judaism stresses that each man has 
his place in society, and upon each 
devolves the sacred task to gtve of his 
own gifts to the welfare of his fellow 
man. The Sanctuary was the symbol 
of society. Society must reveal that it 
is worthy to receive the Presence of 
the Divine. and not by its behaviour 
expel God from the camp. But 
society comprises a collection of indi- 
viduals, and each must be conscious 
of his place and his allotted task. 
Thus it..was..that when the final 
touches were put to the first Sanctuary 
and the task was almost complete, 
the injunction was issued QR Ww 
wen Sy. “Every one

Relations With Va'ad 
Harabbanim

Further, 
under its Constitution, the Commission 
had one religious. authority, the Beth 
Din They had had conferences with 
the Federation, which had sponsored 
the proposal, and had clarified the posi- 
‘ion to them. Ultimately, the Beth Din 
supported the elecuon of a representative 
of the Va‘ad.

The dinner was preceded by the conse- 
cration of the rooms by Rabbi M. Landy 
and the Rev. A. Shechter.

THREAT TO RELIGION IN EUROPE 


Jewish-Christian 
Statement 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A statement on the danger facing 
organised religion in Europe, and on 
the need to support efforts to retain 
fundamental human rights, was issued 
at a conference called by the Religious 
Bodies Consultative Committee, at the 
Alliance Hall, Palmer Street, London, 
on Tuesday. The Dean of Chichester, 
the Very Rev. A. S. Duncan-Jones 
presided. 

The committee is composed of mem- 
bers of the Anglican, Roman Catholx, 
and Free Churches, and the Jewish com- 
munity. Last year the committee issued 
a siatement on the spiritual inheritance 
of Europe signed by representatives of 
all the religious bodies. A large part of 
the conference was taken up with discus- 
sion of the g@atement. It was signed on 
behalf of the Anglo-Jewish community 
by the Rev. I. Livingstone and Rabbi Dr. 
I. 1. Mattituck. 

The Dean of Chichester said that 
Europe had been divided into two camps,

MARRIAGE SECRETARIES 
CONFER 


A conference of Secretaries for 
Marriages throughout the United King- 
dom, the first of its kind,-was held at 
the London Beth Din on Tuesday. About 
80 secretaries attended. The Chief Rabbi 
presided. 

Rabbi Brodie said that the purpose of 
the conference was to impress upon all 
synagogue officers, concerned with 
arrangements for the solemnisation of 
marriages, how imperative it was for them 
to adhere strictly to the religious and 
civil laws governing marriages. 

He went on to stress the preservation 
of the high standards which, im the past, 
had characterised the administration of 
Jewish law regarding marriage and divorce 
in this country. A certain laxity had 
crept. in, in recent years, which had 
resulted in one or two instances where 
Jewish law had been in danger of being 
infringed, with consequent legal complica- 
tions and unhappiness to the parties. 
Occasionally secretaries had delayed, until 
it was almost too late, m consulting 
the Office of the Chief Rabbi or the Beth 
Din. in difficult cases. A Guide to 
Marriage Secretaries was being prepared 


. for distribution among synagogue officers 


in the United Kingdom and beyond, 
which would equip them with helpful 
information.

MACCABI CONFERENCE 


Call for Zionist Support 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A call for greater recognition of the 
Maccabi movement by Zionist organi- 
sations was made by Mr. Pierre Gil- 
desgame, when he presided at the 
Maccabi World Union's fifth annual 
European conference, which was held 
at Maccabi House, Compayne Gar- 
dens, London, on Sunday. The con- 
ference was attended by delegates 
from France, Holland, Belgium, 
Israel, and Great Britain.

NAZI WAR CRIMINALS 


Must Serve Sentences in 
British Zone 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


“It is the general intention of the 
British Government that all war 
criminals for whose detention they are 
responsible shall serve their sentences, 
account bejng taken of normal remuis- 


_sief8 for good conduct,” declared Mr. 


Ernest Davies, Foreign Under-Secre- 
tary, in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday. 


Mr. Davies, whose announcement was 
received with cheers, was replying to Dr. 
H. M. (Lab.,: Test, Southampton) 
who referred to the fecent American 
release of leading Nazi war criminals, 
and asked for an assurance that the 
British Government did not intend to 
release leading Nazis under its control 
before these people had served the sen- 
tences passed upon them. 

Dr. King said that any reduction in the 
sentences of Nazi war criminals was not 
only morally wrong but a political act 
with grave implications. and would do 
more harm to the cause of democracy 
than months of Communist propaganda. 


Mr. Davies pointed out that the 
Government were responsible only for 
those war criminals who were in_ the 
British Zone. A review was taking place, 
he. added, but that did not necessarily 
mean that there would be any alteration 
in. the sentences. 


High Commissionér’s Statement 


Mr. Sipney SILVERMAN (Lab., Nelson 
and Colne) questioned Mr. Davies about 
the recent statement of the British High 
Commissioner in Germany, that there was 
no sentence. which he was not prepared 
to review having regard to the changed 
circumstances. If that statement was 
repudiated, he asked, did the Minister 
not consider that some attempt might be 
made to co-ordinate British policy in 
these matters, which were of general 
world-wide interest, with that of other 
nations with whom this country was 
associated ? 

Mr. Davies replied that the High Com- 
missioner’s statement that he was willing 
to review all these cases did not affect 
the fact that the review did not neces- 
sarily mean that there would be any 
alteration in the sentences. As regards 
the action taken by the other Occupying 
Powers, they were acting entirely within 
their own rights, and this country had 
no right of interference with what the 
Americans or the French chose to do in 
the matter. 7 


Asked by Lieut.-Com. LANGPoRD-HoLT 


(Con., Shrewsbury) if there was any 
consultation with the British High Com- 


missioner before the Americans took their ° 


action, Mr. Davies said that there was 
no consultation as to the decision with 
regard to the review of sentences in the 
American Zone, but the High Commis- 
sioner was consulted by the Americans as 
to whether the release of Krupps’ pro- 
perty would have any admunistrative 
difficulties as regards the British Zone. 
There had been no consukation regarding 
the review of the sentences. 

Mr. Barnetr Janner (Lab., Leicester, 
N.W.) asked the Minister to consider this 
matter very carefully, particularly in view 
of the fact that he was trying to get the 
Convention of Human Rights established. 
and this kind of revision was apt to cause 
an entirely wrong impression as to how 
this country regarded violation of human 
rights. 

Mr. Davies, replying, said: “* Where 
crimes have been committed against 
humanity there will be no remissions.” 


FATE OF KRUPP WORKS 


When Mr. T. Driperc (Lab., Maldon) 
asked about the property of Alfred von 
Krupp, who was released from imprison- 
ment by the Americans, Mr. Younger 
welcomed the opportunity of putting the 
matter “into proper perspective.” 

He made it clear that the intention of 
the British Government regarding the 
property previously owned by the firm of 
Friedrich Krupp remained unchanged 

The armaments works had been dis- 
mantled, he said, and the remaining

USEFULNESS OF THE 
TALMUD

“The Usefulness of the Talmud 
To-day" was the subject of a lecture 
given by Rabbi K. Kahana to the Hamp- 
stead Literary and Debati Society al 
the Hampstead veeer Hall, London, 
on Sunday. Mr. I. Finestein presided. 

The Talmud, said the speaker, was the 
life-blood of the Jewish people. Authori- 
ties on the subject had declared that it 
was the soul of the nation. From an his- 
torical point of view, no historian could 
do justice to the past of the Jewish 
people without basing & on the sources 
of the Talmud. The Talmud, whatever 
its opinion on evolution might be—and 
it also had a theory on evolution—made 
a great distinction betwéen human beings 
and animals. It valued the greatness of 
human personality, the spiritual ideas of 
God, and of human personality being 
lifted up to a very high degrec. 

The Talmud. he continued, was also 
the main source of Jewish culture, and 
its usefulness to-day was to indicate the 
sources of that culture. 


GUTENBERG BIBLE SOLD 

Lady Christian Martin has sold a 
Gutenberg Bible to the New York pub- 
lishing house of Charles Scribner's Sons. 
The price is said te be well over £37,000. 

The Gutenberg Bibles, the first to be 
set up from movable type, were printed 
between 1452 and 1455 by Johannes 
Gutenberg in Mainz, Germany. It its 
estimated that between 100 and 300 copies 
were produced. Of the 46 copies now 
traced, 9 are in Britain, 13 in the U.S.A. 


RELIGIOUS NEWSPAPERS 
AND FUEL CUTS 


The Chairman of the Religious Weekly 
Press Group, Mr. Reginald A. Smith, has 
written to the Minister of Fuel and Power 
on behalf of the Committee of the 
Group to express the concern felt by 
religious weekly newspapers about the 
prospect of a further deterioration in the 
fuel supply position necessitating fuel 
cuts to industry. : 

Mr. Smith recalls the 1947 fuel crisis, 
when the publication of periodicals was 
suspended for a_fortnight, and in which 
the religious weekly newspapers proved to 
be the only newspapers of general interest 
which as a group had to stop their tissues. 
The Minister 1s asked to assure the 
religious weekly newspapers, which cater 
for an important and not inconsiderable 
section of the population; that they will 
be treated on a not less favourable basis 
than any other group of newspapers if 
fuel cuts are again iwmposed in such a 
way as to affect publishing. 


FESTIVAL OF BRITAIN 


The Festival Gardens Authorities have 
placed orders with the Redifice Construc- 
tion Company, of London, for two can- 
teens, a snack bar, a children’s zoo, a 
large restaurant of abow 8,000 square 
feet fronting the river (to be known as 
the West End Restaurant), various stores 
buildings, a large block of offices housing 
the administration, and various booths 
and shops. 

The company has also received orders 
for 200 houses from the Snowy Moun- 
tains Hydro-electnic Authorities in New 
South Wales, and for 1,000 houses from 
the Government of Queensland. 


GERMANY AND THE 
JEWS 


Professor Buber’s Views 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Professor Martin Buber, who is giving 
a series of lectures in this country on 
Biblical subjects, to me on 
Wednesday his attit towards the prob- 
lem of Germany. 

Akhough he does not normally give 
imerviews, Professor Buber agreed to 
answer two questions. The first con- 
cerned a statement attributed to him 
during his recem visit to Germany 
He had, said Professor Buber, told friends 
there that he did not think it right for 
Jews to hate the German people as such 
He did not mean that what had happened 
in Germany should be or could be for. 
gotten: that was impossible. But he 
thought that every German should be

treated as an ordinary human being pro- 
vided that there was no proof that he 
had forfetted his human qualities. 

My other queston dealt with Professor 
Buber’s approach to the Bible, In his 
German translation, said Professor Buber. 
he had followed as closely as possible the 
established Hebrew text. But as a man 
of science he thought that Biblical texts 
and = Biblical problems should be 
approached and treated scientifically 

t was wrong, however, he added, to 
describe him, as some of his opponents 
had done, as a “ Bible critic.” If they 
read his works carefully they would know 
that he did not belong to that schoo!. 
He emphasised that he was, in fact, com- 
pletely independent of any religious or 
scientific school. 

Professor Buber, the author of many 
outstanding books in Hebrew and Ger- 
man, was Professor at Frankfort Univer- 
sity until 1933. Since 1938 he has been 
Professor of General Sociology and 
Philosophy at the Hebrew University.

ISRAEL REJECTS 
IRAQI OFFER 


By JON KIMCHE 


Lonpon, Wednesday 

The Israeli Government has rejected 
an Iraqi Government offer of a deal 
in connection with the remaining 
$5,000 Lraqi Jews who still have to be 
flown to Israel before May 1!—the 
revised dead-line. 

The Iraqi proposal was briefly this: 
Iraq. would agree to the transfer of the 
Jews direct from Baghdad to. Lydda 
provided the Isracli Government agreed 
to cancel its contract with the American 
Near East Air Lines and _hand the 
business over to B.O.AC.. its sub- 
sidiaries and some other British charter 
companies, 

This. it was pointed out, would save 
Israel the time, moncy, and air space at 
present involved in trans-shipping the 
immigrants at Nicosia in Cyprus. 

The offer, however, was made in a way 
that has roused many old suspicions. It 
came neither through direct diplomatic 
channels nor through direct commercial 
routine. Fér some time  B.O.A.C. 
and some other British charter companies 
have been secking this lucrative trade. 
They had no success, as the Isracii 
Government said that the American Near 
East Line had served Israel in foul 
weather as well as fair and it would be 
ungrateful to jettison their friends now 
when other contractors were also willing 
to accept Israe!’s business. 


Threatening Note 


There was no ill-feeling on cither side: 
Isracl’s sense of obligation was under- 
stood by BOAC.. and the latter's 
natural desire for additional business was 
appreciated by the Israch authorities. But

NEW ARAB DEFENCE 
PACT 


Jordan Refuses to Sign 


Six of the seven members of the Arab 
League on Friday last signed a joint 
defence pact linking their political and 
military strategy. Jordan refused to sign 
until the other States of the Arab League 
recognised its incorporation of Eastern 
Palestine. 

The new pact, signed at the conclusion 
of a meeting of the League's Political 
Committee in Cairo, supersedes an earlier 
collective security pact signed by all Arab 
States except Iraq and Jordan. A com- 
mitice of Chiefs of Staff, says Reuter. 
will be set up to act as liaison between 
the Arab Governments and the Joint 
Defence Council, which will consist of 
Foreign and Defence Ministers of Arab 
States. 

The Political Commitice also agreed to 
work for the permanent setilement of 
about 700,000 Palestine Arab refugees in 
various Arab territorics “as a matter of 
urgency.” But their claim for eventual 
repatriation would not be abandoned 
The Committee also decided to continue 
to co-operate with U.N. relief agencies 
and to ask for more help for the refugees 

In a statement on the East-West con- 
flict, the League said that all differences 
could be settled and war horrors avoided 
if nations respected the United Nations 
Charter. [t suggested that the Arab States 
Should be supplied with military and 
economic aid so as to “enable them to 
play their part ih solving the international 
probiem peaceably.”

APPEAL 


DELEGATES from all over Britain will 
assemble in London this week-end to 
inaugurate the 1951 Joint Palestine Appeal. 
A stirring message in support of the Appeal, 
and printed on page 24 of this issue, 
has been addressed to British Jewry by 


President WeitZMANN. The importance which 


is attached in Israel to the success of this 
campaign is further indicated by the fact 
that the participants will include, among 
others, a leading member of the Israeli 
Cabinet, Mr. Etiezer KaApLan, Minister of 
Finance. This distinguished visitor will be 
able to speak with full authority about the 
critical economic situation which now 
obtains in Israel, and to impress -upon the 
conscience of. British Jews their inescapable 
duty to co-operate in the work of rehabilita- 
tion. In the recent economic debate in the 
Knesset, Mr. Kaptan made a sufficiently 
grave statement ; and the interview with him 
on page | of this issue explains why Israel 1s 
now again forced to apply for financial help 
to world Jewry. (The UJ.A, campaign in 
the United States, which opened last week- 
end, aims at collecting $203,000,000:) 


Very thorough. preparations have been 
made in both the Metropolis and the 
Provinces to ensure that the forthcoming 
campaign shall everywhere be conducted 
with the utmost vigour. The J.P.A. -com- 
prises the Keren Hayesod, Jewish National 
Fund, Keren Mifalim Konstruktivum, Miz- 
rachi Palestine Appeal, and Israel Histadrut 
Committee. Strong local committees, as well 
as professional and trade groups, have been 
formed to press for a united response from 
all sections of the community. The 
organisers are asking for £2,000,000. as 
Anglo-Jewry's contribution for 1951 to the 
cost of the transport and settlement of new 
immigrants to Israel. 


This campaign is being undertaken in the 
confidence that the community will accept 
its share of the burden, now largely falling 
upon the State of Israel, of abolishing Jewish 
homelessness. It is estimated that 200,000 
more Jews will find a haven in that land 
during the present year. The removal of 
Jewish communities from centres of political 
danger and actual persecution is a matter 
of the utmost urgency. Despite its present 
extreme privations, Israel has voluntarily 
- assumed the responsibility for this immigra- 
tion. As well as their transport, the absorption 
of these immigrants makes further crushing 
demands upon a country that is now 
struggling for its economic survival. 


Such is the situation that the J.P.A. seeks 
to ameliorate through the generous philan- 
thropy of Anglo-Jewry. Upon the emer- 
gency aid that can be given to Israel in this 
time of crisis largely depends the future 
development of the new State. Israel 
deserves our wholehearted support, through 
this appeal, for a double purpose: first, that 
it may be enabled to complete a vast rescue 
operation ; and, secondly, that it may be 
given the means of becoming self-supporting 
——an objective which is being energetically 
pursued. J.P.A. money will help to form an 
investment for future strength—purchase of 
capital equipment, modernisation of farming 
methods, and training of unskilled workers in 
new crafts. In the article by Mr. IAN MIKARDo, 
M.P., on the opposite page, our readers will 
find an explanation of both the material and 
moral factors of the present situation. The 
manifesto issued by the J.P.A. presents us 
with a challenge that must be worthily 
answered: “The Jews of Israel, through 
their sacrifices, have given the world an 
example of vision and courage. . . . Let us 
take our full share in the noble work of 
redemption and creation in Israel.”

ANTISEMITISM 


SEVERAL incidents occurring within the past 
week hold a warning to us Jews that we can- 
not yet afford to be complacent over the 
problem of antisemitism. While we are justly 
exercised about the Manifestations of that 
evil disease in Germany and other countries 
abroad, we ought not to ignore the fact that 
even in tolerant Britain symptoms of the 
deep-lying ill still show themselves. All the 
incidents, except one which is so much in the 
tradition of the windy gusts of the profes- 
sional Jew-baiter as to be - recognisably 
pathological in origin, are the more disturbing 
because they occur within a respectable, even 
responsible, context. One or two of them 
exemplify the warning we have given before 
of the ease with which the ill-disposed person 
gets his poisonous words published under the 
guise of “fair comment.” In REYNOLDS 
News, for instance, a piece of correspondence 


_has slipped in which appears to have been 


included as makeweight for a batch of letters 
which endorse that paper's printing of 
extracts from the diary of a survivor of the 
Oswiecim death-camp. The one opponent, 
hiding under initials only, begins, “ The 
propaganda about 6,000,000 Jews being 
murdered in Germany is * Big Lie’ tech- 
nique...” How familiar to us is this fascist 
line! In the OLDHAM EVENING CHRONICLE, 
a more subfle method has been used by a 
correspondent (again over initials only) to 
suggest that the Jews in Poland, whose cen- 
turies of residence in that country he admits, 
are “ aliens” there. What is worse, however, 
is to find references in religious papers to an 
alarming attitude apparent among some of 
their faith. A lady who has written a letter 
to the Frrenp, the journal of that noble sect 
the Quakers, notes with distress and dissent 
“ the sweeping assertion that * we do not like 
Jews,” which seemingly is mentioned in some 
Quaker study notes. In the CATHOLIC HERALD, 
a correspandence has been proceeding on the 
subject of Catholics and antisemitism, and its 
initiator has summed it up briefly in last 
week's issue by writing: “By the large 
amount of letters and literature sent to me, I 
am assured that the anti-Jewish campaign has 
taken a strong hold on the Catholics of this 
country.” In the light of these extracts, it 
almost does not matter that a further addition 
to the anti-Jewish incidents of the week is the 
distribution through letter-boxes in some 
London districts of the Stiirmeresque filth of 
a notorious antisemite through whose efforts 
the art of printing is prostituted and valuable 


paper is wasted, But we obviously still need. 


to maintain our vigilance. 


BOOKS FROM ABROAD 


Typical of the Nazi barbarians was their 
action in burning all books—and not least 
books by Jewish writers—which seemed to 
hinder their attack on human culture and 
civilisation. Such deliberate destruction of 
books is recognised by all right-thinking 
persons as a crime. On the other hand, 
remarkable chapters in bibliographical his- 
tory were recorded in our columns recently 
both about the republication of the Talmud 
in Germany and the retrieving of valuable 
books in Europe by the Yiddish Scientific 
Institute in New York. Yet obstacles to the 
free cwculation of books, whether in their 
native country or abroad, still constitute a 
grievous threat to the development of better 
human relationships throughout the world. 
it is unfortunate that books are severely taxed 
in many lands. Through the endeavours of 
Unesco, however, there is a prospect of 
some measure of relief. Seventeen nations 
have recently signed an agreement at Lake 
Success permitting books and newspapers, 
as well as a wide range of educational, scien- 
tific, and cultural material, to pass their 
frontiers free of duty. The European 
countries signing the agreement were Great 
Britain, Belgium, Greece, Holland, Luxem- 
Israel was also 
among the signatories. France and the 
United States have not yet signed, but there 
is every expectation that they and other 
countries will shortly do so. The agreement 
will come into force when ratified by ten 
States. However, licensing regulations will 
still be continued in Britain with regard to 
purchases from hard-currency countries. It 
may be hoped that these regulations will be 
interpreted liberally, and in this connection 
facilities are also available for students and 
others under the Unesco Book Coupon 
scheme. From the Jewish point of view, 
English material from the United States and 
Hebrew material from Israel make important 


contributions to our educational and cultural 
requirements. Of course, this traffic in books 
is two-way, and books from Britain are 
similarly in demand by Jewish communities 
in other countries. This cultural aspect of 
international co-operation received notable 
recognition at the recent reopening of the 
British Council Library in Tel Aviv. 


HOTELIERS’ ASSOCIATION 


More than local interest attaches to the 
report in our Provincial News this week of 
the formation of the Brighton and Hove 
Jewish Hoteliers’ Association. Although 
unfortunate circumstances may have called 
this association into being, yet it seems likely 
to prove a pioneer organisation in our 
communal annals. The recent limited out- 
break of smallpox led to the circulation of 
exaggerated stories, and a‘scare developed 
which kept away prospective visitors and 
holiday-makers from these famous seaside 
resorts. Happily, the “all-clear” has been 
given this week by. the health authorities, 
and the new association is naturally eager to 
restore Brighton and Hove without delay to 
their rightly honoured place in the public 
esteem. We feel sure that the temporary 
setback suffered by these famous resorfts will 
speedily be made good. The new association 
will doubtless be concerned not only to 


provide all the normal amenities but even" 


to improve on them. And its example may 
well induce the formation of similar associa- 
tions of Jewish hoteliers elsewhere. Such 
collective action would benefit both the 
hoteliers and their clients, for the latter 
would be able to address any complaints or 
suggestions for improvements to a respon- 
sible and representative body. In particular, 
a valuable medium would become available 
for the better classification of hotels. 


boarding-houses, and restaurants with regard — 


to standards of kashrut. An initiative in this 
direction has been taken by this paper in the 
preparation of the forthcoming “Jewish 
Chronicle Travel Guide for 1951.” In this 
enterprise we are receiving the ready 
co-operation of- hoteliers throughout the 
country, and it is already apparent that con- 
siderable benefits will thus accrue to the

CLASS Z 


“ Witna these few soldiers of lead I can 


_ conquer the world,” once said a printer who 


was proudly conscious of the power of the 
printed word. In different alphabets. the 
number of these soldiers varies. From 
Aleph to Tav, they are 22; from Alpha to 
Omega, 24; and from A to Z, 26. In this 


armoury, Z customarily plays a relatively 


small part—although we are not unmindful 
of its contribution to us in our Hebrew 
name of Sefer Zikkaron. Just lately, how- 
ever, it has become unusually conspicuous 
in the typographical array, directing atten- 
tion to the Government's decision to call up 
many thousands of Army reservists of 
Class Z. Ordinarily this letter appears 
perhaps somewhat bizarre, but its virtue 
stands revealed when it blazons Hebrew and 
Jewish names. The English dictionary would 
indeed lose its lustre without such words as 
Zion and Zohar. Any Biblical concordance 
will show what a multitude of sonorous 
names boast an initial Z. Here are an odd 
dozen, whose closer identification may 
suitably be left to our readers for a sabba- 
tical quiz: high priest of kings; widow's 
dwelling-place; one of the tribes; two 
prophets; king of Judah; royal burial- 
place ; father of five daughters; leader of 
the return; king for seven days; wife of 
the Law-giver; city of refuge. Where 
would be the past worthies of Jewish history 
if we omitted such names as ZacuTo and 
ZAMENHOF, ZANGWILL and ZUNZ? Zionism 
has given the letter Z an amazing fame and 
currency. As the gazetteer shows, dozens 
of new settlements now Zigzag with a 7 
or ¥ across the map of Eretz Yisrael. The 
Who's Who in the Jewish Year Book for 
1951 records a whole minyan of distin- 
guished contemporaries under the letter Z. 
Additional to these, many others—like their 
ancestors from BezaLeL to Herzi—depend 
upon an interpolated Z, as, notably, Presi- 
dent WEIZMANN and Chief Rabbis Herzoc 
and Uzrer. And what would Jewish life -be 
like without the chazan and the chalutz, 
the Ashkenazim and the Mizrachists? Last 
but not least, in every generation there exist 
the Lamed-Vav Zaddikim, that reservist 
class of 36 secret saints who—without being 
called up—continually save the world from 
disaster !

THE MIDDLE EAST 


The Middle East: a Physical, Social, and 
Regional Geography. By W. B. Fister. 
Methuen. 27s. 6d.

This book is a useful textbook of the Middle 
East seen from the point of view of the pro- 
fessional geographer. Its author is lecturer 
on that subject at the University of Aberdeen. 
The contents include: the physical geography of 
the Middle East (land structure, climate, and 
soil); the social geography of the Middle East 
(peoples, historical development and economic 
life): the regional geography of the Middle 
East (treated separately by area). 

The book is carefully written and is clearly 
intended for students of geography and of the 
But it remains a textbook. It is 
extremely serious and has none of the Itterary merit. 
for example, of Sir George Adam Smith's 
“ Historical Geography of the Holy Land ™ (1895). 
Nor does it treat the subject with the vision dis- 

layed in D. G. Hogarths book, “ The Nearer 

published in 1905. 

As far as modern Palestine is concerned. the 
author is not very illuminating. In his preface he 
frankly declares that “the literature of Arab and 
Zionist viewpoints is so voluminous that it would be 
impossible to do justice to the claims of cither side 
even in an entire volume.” He therefore confines 
to a page and a half his discussion of the political 
development of Palestine from 1920 to 1948 As 
the book was written apparently in 1948, there is 
no mention of Israel—save in the index where the 
entry reads: “ Isracl—see Palestine.” There is. 
however. a fuller discussion of Jewish economic 
contributions to the development of Palestine in 
the other‘ chapters. 


Geographical Influences 


- For those who are embarking on a systematic 
study of the Middle East and of Israel's place im it, 
a knowledge of the geography of the area \s 
essential, if only to dispel the illusions that ordinary 
maps can give. Few people realise that, except for 
a narrow strip 20 miles wide overlooking the Jordan 
Valley, the whole of “ Trans-Jordan ™ is waterless 
even in winter and cannot even be irrigated. Nor do 
most people realise that hundreds of miles of desert 
effectively separate Isracl and the Levant coastal 
region from fraq to the East and from the Saud:- 
Arabian kingdom to the South-East. Even the 
Sinai Desert is a useful buffer between Israc! and 
Egypt proper. 

Nevertheless, Israelis for ever a neighbour of 
Jordan. Syria, and Lebanon. Whatever its political 
affiliations may be internationally, whatever iis 
internal, social, and economic structure, Israel! 1s 
part and parcel of the Middle Easit—as much as 
Rumania is part of the Balkans. or Chile part of 
South America. Israel cannot be looked at as an 
isolated phenomenon. lt must be looked at 
against its physical background. It is not an 
island: it is part of a continent, with immediate 
neighbours both hostile and friendly. This is 
something not easy for residefts of the British 
Isles to realise.. The seas around these Isles protect 
them from invasion, even in these days of air fleets 
and guided missiles. Israel has no such defences. 
From the New City of Jerusalem you can see Arab 
bayonets flashing in the sunshine on the wall of the 
Old City, a hundred vards away. We should do 
well, therefore, to remember geography: and Dr. 


Fisher's book will enable us to do so. 


THE JEWISH MISSION 


The Jewish Mission. By Dr. lonaz Mayeaum. 
James Clarke. 10s. 6d.

Since it was first brought into vogue about a 
century ago by Abraham Geiger, the term “ Mission 
of Israel’ has been mainly the preserve of the 
extreme wing of the Jewish Reform movemeni 
which Geiger himself called initio bemg. In ths 
work—half sermon, half essay —Dr. Maybaum secks 
to break this monopoly and to show that other 
forms of Judaism may be even betier qualified to 
carry out the mission. He agrees with Geiger that 
the réle of Israel in the world is, broadly speaking. 
to promote the practice of virtue among mankind. 
both privately and publicly, both individually and 
nationally; but he cannot allow that the way [or 
the Jews to pursue this end is, as Geiger advocated. 
to identify themselves with other nations and lose 
their own individuality. For the preservation of 
this individuality, he commends the rule of !ilc 
laid down by Samson Raphael Hirsch, which may 
be defined as Orthodoxy without submission to 
rabbinical authority. Yet Hirsch’s system is also 
too narrow for him unless it is leavened with the 
humanistic outlook and the “ Jewish science” of 
Geiger. The combination of the teaching of Geiger 
with that of S. R. Hirsch he calls “ progressive 
Judaism,” and it is in this synthesis that he sees 
the best means in the hand of the Jews for 
accomplishing their mission and at the same time 
preserving themselves. 

Naturally Dr. Maybaum has much to say on (wo 
other forms of Judaism to which many turn for 
salvation at the present time—-Orthodoxy and 
nationalism. His attitude to both is sympathetic 
but critical. His objection to Orthodoxy is that i 
has not yet emerged from medievalism—being 10 
this r akin to Islam. His objection (o 
nationalism is that it substitutes the secular State 
for the “ kingdom of God” which must always be 
the ultimate goal of Judaism. The characteristic 
Jewish life in his view must be a religious one, 
whether in Palestine or outside, though if the Jew 
is to play his part in the world it must be combined 
with the life of a civilised modern man. There 
is much food for thought in this small work, which 
should be read and pondered on by all who have 


the spiritual welfare of Jewry at heart.

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PROVINCIAL JEWRY 


The Rise of Provincial Jewry: The 
Early History of the Jewish Community 
in the English Countryside, 1740-1840. 
By Ceci. Rotu. The Jewish Monthly. 9s.

Those who heard Dr. Roth's presiden- 
tial addresses to the Jewish Historical 
Society in 1941 and 1942, or read the 
articles on “ The Rise of Provincial 
Jewry” in the JewtsH MONTHLY, wil) 
have recognised their fundamental 
importance for Anglo-Jewish history and 
will be grateful for their appearance, 
with addwtions and corrections, in a 
single volume. It is almos incredible 
that a detailed account of provincial 
Anglo-Jewry in the pre-Victorian age 
should not have been produced before, 
and that so much of it should now be 
available in a single work; for the 
explanation of these phenomena we must 
look respectively to neg- 
lect of its own past, and to the fact that 
Dr. Roth is the author. | 

Dr. Roth has, so far as practicable, 
restricted his account to new or virtually 
unknown facts, at the risk of unevenness 
through omission of any detailed account 
of those communities for which pub- 
lished histories are already available. 
Ye. from the myriad of individual 
details about members of 800 families in 
over 40 centres, a reasonably clear 
veneral picture emerges. In the early 
century, Jews began to spread 
from London into its environs, where 
some of the well-to-do purchased summer 
residences. As the eighteenth century 
progressed, itineram vendors hawked 
‘heir wares through the countryside and 
hegan to settle in important marke 
‘owns and seaports. While no provincia! 
community seems to have been organised 
before 1740. a dozen were formed 
between 1740 and 1765, another ten by 
1800. and another 15 in the first three or 
four decades of the nineteenth century. 
4 few of these communities—such as 
King’s Lynn, Boston, and Gloucester— 
were virtually extinct by the middie of 
‘he nineteenth century. and several more 
by its end. This was balanced by the 
rise of communities in the indusina! 
centres, which had already begun with 
the period of Dr. Roth's study and was 
‘o attract and hold the vast majority of 
provincial Anglo-Jewry from 1880 
onwards. 


Varied Occupations’ 


Dr. Roth’s account also throws much 
light on the economic life of these com- 
junities. They were not peopled exclu- 
sively by hawkers risen to keeping static 
empona. He mentions the occupations 
of some 120 individuals; they are not, 
of course, necessarily a fair sample, but 
is interesting to note that of these 120, 
60 were silversmiths, goldsmiths, and 
iewellers, and 13 were watchmakers 
clockmakers; these figures show the 
advantage of combining § shopkeeping 
with the practice of a skilled craft. An 
anticipation of future _ professional 
development is shown by the IS opticians. 
dentists, and chiropodists. The nautica! 
connection is seen.in the 19 naval agents. 
or naval store dealers. 

This book, however, is not one of 
importance merely to. the historian: any- 
one who has. or whose forebears have. 
lived in a provincial community will dip 
into it with fascinated interest. Finally. 

- for anyone concerned with the broader 
issues Of Anglo-Jewry'’s development, is 
a book which raises questions upon which 
to ponder. It tells the story of small 
communities, none (except three) exceed- 
ing 300 people, which strove with success 
io form congregations, maintain regular 
worship, and keep the Jewish tradition 
alive in what were then relatively isolated 
outposts. Can the same be said for com- 
munities as large or larger in provincial 
England to-day?

ISRAEL’S ECONOMIC PROBLEMS (1) 


EWS jin Great Britain, as in the 
rest of the world, take a justifiable 
pride in the remarkable achieve- 

ments of the State of Israel. We are 
conscious of the fact that the Israelis 
have simultaneously done three great 
jobs—the creation of a State machine 
out of the “ planned anarchy ” left by 
the Mandatory Government : the win- 
ning of a war; and the “ Ingathering 
of the Exiles "—any one of which by 
itself might have been considered too 
great a load for an infant State to 
ar. 

But these great achievements have 
not been accomplished without severe 
difficulties, and the State of Israel is 
beset: with severe problems, some of 
which are economic. some political, 
and some social. It is the purpose of 
this series of articles to discuss these 
problems, and that will involve con- 
sideration of some of the less favour- 
able aspects of the Israeli scene: but 
in considering these less favourable 
aspects we should bear in mind the 
extent to which they are pitched 
against the background of: high and 
exciting positive achievements. 


Few Indigenous Resources 


In the field of economics Israel's 
great problem is, of course. its 


external balance of payments. Even - 


in a powerful and prosperous and 
settled country like Great Britain, 
with great resources and a highly 
developed industry, we have become 
conscious in recent years, through all 
the talk -of the  export-import 
deficiency and Marshall Aid and the 
dollar gap and the export drive, of 
the fact that a nation, like a house- 
hold, can live only if it balances its 
accounts with the outside world. In 
Israel, a country with few indigenous 
resources and an unsettled position, 
the problem is infinitely greater. Only

Balance of Payments

one-fifth of Israel's imports is paid 
for by the country’s exports. 

There are five main causes of this 
problem. The first of these is the 
shortage of internal raw materials and 
of plant-manufacturing potential. 
Because of this, Israel's annual 
imports, at about [£100 per head of 
the population, are higher than those 
of any other country in the world— 
more than double Great Britain's, for 
example ; and of these imports a high 
and growing proportion consists of 
imports of capital goods, which 
accounted in 1949 for 26 per cent of 
all imports arid rose in 1950 to 35 per 
cent. (This compares with Great 
Britain’s figure of 24 per cent in 1950.) 


High Capital Imports 


These high capital imports, with the 
reciprocal reduction in the proportion 
of imports of consumer goods (includ- 
ing food) and of the raw materials 
with which to make them, is the real 
cause of Israel's “austerity.” It 
represents a high degree of present 
abstinence in the interests of future 
abundance. This willingness of one 
generation to tighten its belt in the 
interests of the next is a welcome 
characteristic of a high ciVilisation— 
but it is uncomfortable while it lasts. 

The second main contributor to the 
balance-of-payments problem is the 
absorption of very high numbers of 
immigrants, most of whom are tem- 
porarily, and some of whom are 
non-productive. On 
any grounds of textbook economics. 
the present level of immigration is 
economic lunacy: but on any con- 
sideration of the purpose of Israel's 
existence the present level of immi- 
gration is simple common sense. It 
is not surprising that the man in the 
street in Israel doesn’t waver for one 
moment. from his: desire to see the 
“Ingathering of the Exiles” com- 


pleted jn the shortest possible time. 
What is, perhaps, a little surprising, 
though welcome, is that this unwaver- 
ing attitude is shared by all the leaders 
of opinion and even by the most hard- 
headed economists in the Treasury. 
These hard-headed economists, whose 
general level | found to be at least 
equal to that of the best Treasury 
brains jn any other country I know, 
are quite prepared to scrap their 
economic textbooks, and, as they put 
it, to override the theory of compara- 
tive costs by “the theory of com- 
parative suffering.” 

It is the need for housing immi- 
“‘gramts and for educating their children 
and for providing them with the tools 
of work which accounts for the high 
proportion of Israeli national income 
which ts devoted to capital expen- 
diture. This applies not merely to 
imports, which I have already dis- 
cussed, but to the national income as 
a whole. of which about 40 per cent 
goes into investment. Again this is 
higher than in any other country of 
the world—nearly twice as high as in 
Great Britain. though our present 
figure is nearly twice as high as it 
was before the war. 


Military Expenditure 


The third economic -burden of 
Israel is the cost of Hs precautions 
against war. ‘Nobody believes that 
the involvement. of Israel in another 
war, whether as part of a world war 
or as'an Arab “second round,” is 
inevitable : but it is the business of a 
Government always to guard against 
the possibility. Moreover, even if 
there js not a war, the lessening of 


Israel's vulnerability to attack 
increases greatly her negotiating 
strength vis-d-vis other countries 


during the period of: peace. 
Israel's military expenditure repre- 
sents.a very high proportion of her 


national income—probably a  sub- 
stantially higher proportion than 
Great Britajn will undertake even on 
the proposed extended armaments 
programme. In addition, some 
expenditure which is borne on the 
votes of non-Service departments is 
in fact military expenditure. l 
travelled part of the way from Beisan 
to Afikim on a loop road which had 
been opened four days earlier, and 
which hairpinned dangerously round 
the side of a mountain : and this road 
had been built not to replace the 
existing road but to act as a second 
line of communication, because the 
existing road was vulnerable to attack. 
Similarly, the roads and water lines 
and electric lines into Jerusalem have 
had to be doubled in order to create 
alternative ‘sources of communication 
and supply: settlements have been 
established, in the Negev and else- 
where. On uneconomic sites because 
they are Strategically important: and 
many new buildings have the added 
cost of deep shelters. 


Vulnerable Position 


One of the most important precau- 
tions against war is “ stock-piling,” 
especially of food. Israel is highly 
vulnerable in a world war. in spite of 
the fact that it has an efficient army. 
This vulnerability arises from the fact 
that. jn a world war, much of the 
food that it at present imports would 
be held by the warring countries, and 
much of the forergn shipping which 
it uses to import food would be 
diverted for other purposes. A few 
weeks ago meat was heing unloaded 
at Haifa and taken straight to the 
shops. That underlines the necessity 
for Israel both to build a merchant 
fleet and to accumulate considerable 
quantities of food. This latter require- 
ment mav well mean that even if food 
imports in 19S! are higher than last 
year's, the consumption of food may 
have to be lowered in order to create 
some reserves.

HEN European Jewry was 

being hounded, beaten, tor- 

tured, starved, raped, 
degraded, gassed, and burned by the 
Nazi demons, some of the victims set 
about writing an objective. detailed 
record of events. © Thus the. tragic 
Ringelblum archives were compiled in 
the Warsaw ghetto: and in German- 
occupied France the Centre de Docu- 
mentation Juive Contemporaine was 
founded. What a consummate act of 
faith this was ! The martyr-historians 
believed that after the mightmare 
would come an awakening; they 
trusted that retribution would over- 
take the guilty ; they realised that the 
most diabolical of all human 
cataclysms would appear unreal after- 
wards. and be as easily forgotten as 
an evil dream: .and, certainly, they 
hoped that the suffering would not 
have been altogether in vain, jf man 
could thereby learn to plumb. the 
depths of his own nature. 

Unique Collection 

Since the end of the Second World 
War the C.D.J.C. in Paris has aequired 
a vast and, in many respects, unique 
collection of original or photographed 
letters and 
memoranda, written by and to the 
arch-demons of the Third Reich. .To 
read these is to discover the brain- 
impulses which bestowed Auschwitz 
on humanity. 

A C.D.LC. research worker, who 
signs his historical writings Jacques 
Sabille and his abstract paintings 
Hossiason. (for he is both an author 
and an artist), has recently been 
investigating one of the deepest of 
Nazi mysteries. Why did Heinrich 
Himmler, chief of Gestapo, 
deliberately flout Hitler’s specific 
order to’ blow up the concentration 
camps. with all their immates and 
guards on. the approach of the Allied 
armies ? Why did Himmler knowingly 
spare the lives of hundreds of 
thousands of his human prey, among 
them some seventy thousand Jews . 
There are several contributory 
answers, one more grotesque than the 
other. The primary one Is that 
Himmler suffered from  cfronic 
colic. Another is that Hitler had an 

‘lentic fit early in 1944. All the 
epileptic fit cart 
answers will probably never 
known, but those that are 
are based on absolutely impeccab 
documentary evidence, which I 
allowed to consult in the 


TWILIGHT OF THE NAZIS

archives, housed on the left bank of 
the Seine in a dark, narrow street 
flanking the domed Académie 
Francaise. 

In May. 1940, when the Wehrmacht 
marched into Holland, Himmler went 
to The Hague and there impressed 
into his personal service a Dr. Felx 
Kersten, a Finnish subject. This Dr. 
Kersten specialised in original healing- 
through-massage methods, and had an 
international practice in Holland, the 
South of France, Germany, and Scan- 
dinavia. He proved to be the only 
doctor capable, not of curing, but of 
relieving the agonising abdominal 
cramps from which Himmler ‘suffered. 

It has been established. after 
scrupulous, exhaustive investigations 
by the Dutch Institute for War Docu- 
mentation, presided over by Professor 
N. W. Posthumus, that Dr. Kersten 
demanded as his fee from Himmler 
not money but acts of clemency. A 
§.000-word factual report, signed bs 
Professor Posthumus, demonstrates 
bevond a shadow of reasonable doubt 
that Dr. Kersten dissuaded the head 
of the Gestapo from dealing harshly 
with Finland and persecuting 
Finnish Jewry: from deporting the 
whole population of Holland and 
from flooding the country; and, 
finally. from blowing the German con- 
centration camps sky-high with all. 
their inmates. Other. lesser conces- 
sions which Dr. Kersten wrung from 
Himmler are too numerous to be 
listed here. 


Photostat Copies 


What impelled Himmler to yield so 
much to Dr. Kersten ” From the 
exchange of letters which took place 
between patient and doctor in the last 
months of the war, and of which I 
have photostat copies before me, it Is 
evident that Himmler was belatedly, 
as it were, putting good deeds into the 
bank. on the strength of which he 
naively hoped not only to be spared 
by the Allies, but to be accepted by 
them as the post-war Fiihrer. 

There was a very curious personal 
relationship between the Gestapo 
chief and his doctor. Interviewed 
recently in The Hague, Dr. Kersten 


showed no trace of repugnance for 


Himmler, whom he described as a 
very ordinary, small-minded German 
official with a romantic attachment to 
the old Germanic myths, but a bril- 
liant disciplinarian and organiser who 
unquestioningly executed the com- 
mands of his superior, Adolf Hitler. 

Himmiler’s estimate of Dr. Kersten 
can be deduced from the deferential, 
indeed humble, tone in which the 
Gestapo chief couched his letters to 
the doctor. One such letter, dated 
March 21, 1945, opens: “To begin 
with, please accept these lines as 
my expression of thanks for your 
visit. 


Himmler's Letter 


“ | was very happy on this as on past 
occasions when you came, and, in a 
spirit of old friendship, treated me 
with your great medical skill. In the 
long years of our acquaintanceship we 
have discussed many problems, and 
your attitude has always been that of 
the doctor who, remote from all 
politics, has desired the best for the 
individual human being and _ for 
humanity as a whole... .” And after 
announcing that 2,700 Jews had been 
released from Theresienstadt and sent 
to Switzerland, it closes with “my 


cordial greetings to your respected, 


dear wife, to your children, and par- 
ticularly to yourself, in old devotion, 
your H. Himmler.” By contrast, Dr. 


Kersten often wrote to Himmler in a 


tone of paternal admonition. In a 
letter dated September 27, 1944, Dr. 
Kersten asks Himmler: “Is there no 
conscience left in Germany ? Where 
is logic and reason? Dear Herr 
Reichsfiihrer, I think you are g ill- 
advised by people who are fishing in 
troubled waters!) I know that you are 
only the instrument, and, therefore. 
Il ask you in the name of humanity 
and history to perform a magnani- 
mous and humane deed and finally 
liberate all French, Belgian, and 
Dutch prisoners. .. .” 

Dr. Kersten has testified that 
Himmler was guided in his actions by 
absolute religious loyalty to Hitler— 
until an incident early in 1944. It 
was quite a small incident really. 
Hitler, with the aid of a map and a 
pointer, was giving an address to his 


henchmen on the war situation, when 
suddenly his voice failed him. and for 
five minutes he stood quivering in a 
fit. At the end of u he cried out 


frenziediv: “1 will wipe out all the 
Jews Then he asked: What 
happened ?~ And a moment later, 


apparently oblivious of his convul- 
sions, he resumed his lecture: Already 
the twilight had begun to close in over 
the Third Reich. but Hitler assured 
his audience that a Nazi victory was 
inevitable. 

That shook Himmiler’s total faith 
in the Fiihrer and in victory alike. 
He began to doubt the Fiihrer’s sanity. 
He became more amenable to Dr. 
Kersten’s pleas for mercy. In the 
last phase of the war. after. bitter 


wrangling. in which Himmler swore 


he would never allow his prisoners to 
survive and to crow in triumph over 
him. he finally agreed to counter- 
mand Hitler's injunction that the con- 
centration camps with their inmates 
were to be demolished as the Allied 
armies closed in. 

But even before Hitler's lapse, 
Himmler had granted humanitarian 
favours to Kersten, and the deeper 
psychological motives that prompted 
him to do so are worthy of serious 
study. 


Very Ordinary People 
Did his stomach trouble transform 


Himmler into a coldbloodtd monster, 


and did the relief from pain kindle 
a spark of humanity in him? Could 
it be as simple as all that? Did 
sheer self-love reduce him to an 
unwonted state of submissiveness and 
humility when he unbuttoned his 
black uniform and peered up through 
his spectacles at Dr. Kersten, a hulk- 
ing giant of a man? Did the patient 
worship the doctor's magic fingers ? 
Did he in moments of weakness 
indulge in humaneness as a sort of 
perversion ? Did he lose his nerve 
as the shadows of defeat lengthened ? 

One thing is certain from Dr. 
Kersten’s declarations. Himmler and 
the rest of the Nazi gang were at 
bottom very ordinary, if very sick, 
people who despised the jntellect. The 
tragedy was that they rose. were 
allowed to rise, to positions of great 
power. For there is no more 
dangerous creature on earth than.a 
very ordinary man with powers of life 
and death over other men,

Different points of view on the 
re-establishmem of the Sanhedrin were 
expressed by Rabbis J. Newman and B. 
Gelles at a symposium held by the 
Willesden, Brondesbury, and Crickle- 
wood Mizrachi Societies at Brondesbu 
Synagogue, London.

Dr. Maitlis mientions that the scholar 
and poet “ Elijah Bachur " was invited 
by King Francis I, of France, to occupy 
che Chair of Hebrew at the Paris Un- 
versity, which invitation he declined, sup- 
posedly for the reason that Paris had 
“expelled all its Jews some 200 years 
previously.” 

It may be of interest to your readers 
to know that that decree of expulsion 
was issued on Septemyber 17, 1394, by 
Charles VI. the mad king, but i was 
actually under the influence of his wife. 
the cruel and unfaithful Queen Isabel of 
Bavaria. The German Queen had been 
more thorough in her antisemitism than 
any French. ruler before her, so that no 
Jew remained in France. lt appears thus 
that the time that elapsed between ihe 
expulsion of the Jews and the invita- 
tion extended to “ Elijah Bachur ” was a 
little less than 150 years, and his being 
of German birth might explain a doubic 
resemtmem on his part.

AN OLD MEDALLION 
To the Editor of Tut JewisH CHRONICLE 
From the Rev. M. BLOCH 


Sixr.—I was recently shown a medallion 
commemorating the ascension to the 
throne of King Edward VI. This coin 
is 24 mehes in diameter. Its obverse 
side. displaying the head of the King, 
contains three circular rows in Latin, 
which acclaim the above even and give 
the date as 1546. 

The reverse side has six lines in 
Hebrew and seven hnes in Greek, the 
newly appointed King being described as 
“ Priest of God. High in. Fanh, Most 
High Chief” in both these languages, 
and the same date is given. 

Scholars have pointed out that it was 
during this, the sixteenth century, that 
Hebrew was recognised as a classical lan- 
guage. taking equal rank the 
“ Humanities.’ The medalhon has been 
well preserved, is almost completely 
decipherable, and its component parts are 
mainly silver, with a contem of lead. 

Mr. J. P. Roux (Director of the Mint 
of: this country) and other leading 
numismatisis here consider this coin to 
be genuine and unique and, as Jar’ as 
they are aware, has never been 
catalogued. 

-In the uniqueness and interest of this 
coin, | wonder are there rival claims to 
such distinction ?

Reason for Opposition

Sirn.—May I reply to certain corres- 
pondence which has appeared im your 
esteemed rnal, in order to state the 
reasons f oy felt compelled to oppose 
the resolution submitted by my friend, 
Mr. Domb, at the last United Synagogue 
Council meeting, at which were mentioned 

articularly the examples of Miriam and 
Yeborah. Perhaps my critics have failed 
to remember, so highly did our Sages 
think of Miriam as a prophetess, that 
they remarked: “ Miriam accompanied 
the Israclites on their wanderings through 
the desert as a living fountain, a veritable 
source of inspiration, She took no part 
in the public work of -her brothers; the 
open market, the gate of the city, were 
not her sphere of activity.” 

According to the Midrash, she. in 
common with her mother, devoted her 
time and her abilities to frustrating 
secretly the rigid decrees of Pharaoh. 

heroines of the Bible were dis- 
tinguished by their truly womanly 
character, as mothers:or wives. Even 
Deborah strongly objected to Barak's 
demand that she should: follow him in 
the battle against Sisera. In her song 
of triumph she characterised herself in 
the words: “ Until | arose a mother in 
Israel.” 

I do not wish to upbraid anyone and 
to point out the failings of some of our 
Jewish women within their homes or 
within the community, but to direct 
attention to the importance of the 
education of our children as one of the 
responsibilities of a Jewish mother, as 
every child owes its development and 
cultivation to the influence of its mother. 

Unfortunately, in the present matcrial 
world, a man lives in constant struggle, 
which absorbs all his thoughts and ieel- 
ings. The mother should therefore remain 
mindful of her sacred task and endeavour 
to avoid seeing her child in the unpleasant 
position of struggling with the dangcrous 
temptations of modern life. She should 
not have any ambitions as far as 
synagogal affairs are concerned, and she 
should resolve herself in the spheré of 
Jewish womanhood, as our Sages teach 
us and in accordance with observant 
traditional Judaism.

Sirn.—It has been repeatedly stated by 
the advocates for the innovation of Votes 
for Women that they demanded the vote 
only and that there need be no appre- 
hension that the demand would result in 
women claiming the right to serve as 
members of Boards of Management. or 
members of the Council of United 
Synagogue.

Women) original demands had not been 
fully met. She believed that it would not 
be long before women would take their 
place on Boards of Management and in 
the Council Chamber of the United Syna- 
gogue. 
- To-day, in spite of paragraph (b) in 
the Chief Rabbi's letter which prohibits 
women from being cligible for clection to 
Boards of Management and the United 
Synagogue Council, there is abundant 
evidence of the more ftar-reaching 
demand that they should be allowed to 
take office. 

You. Sir, have published the views of 
three representative Jewish women on the 
subject who are in favour of their sex 
holding synagogue office. They are Mrs. 
Tina Bloch, Mrs. Sonia Richardson, and 
Mrs. N. Laski. Even your correspondent, 
Mrs. Doris Fineman, states that: “ I shall 
deem it an honour when my name is per- 
mitted to be coupled with his (her hus- 
band’s) on the Board.” 

1 do contend that the special committee 
to be appointed by the Council will have 
to give serious consideration to this 
aspect of the question which I have 
already elaborated, and will have to study 
the evidence of the grave implications 
which the proposed granting of the vote 
may lead to.

December 29, the Rev. I. Livingstone,

The very 
name of the college enshrined the hope 
of Isaac Mayer Wise and his colleagues 
that the flew instkution would serve a 
united American Jewry. When he took 
the presidency, Dr. Wise declared that he 
would endeavour, “with the aid of a 
competent and distinguished faculty, to 
open the treasures of Israel's lkerature 
to Jew and Gentile, Reformer and Ortho- 
dox, in justice to all and in offence to 
none. 

_ For a.decade the college succeeded in 
iS purpose, winning the support of such 
opponems of Dr. Wise as Benjamin 
Szold, Marcus Jastrow, and Sabato 
Morais In 1886 the Jewish Theological 
Seminary was called into being by the 
Conservatives in protest against the 
programme of radical reform adopted 
by a small group of rabbis who met at 
Pittsburgh in 1885, under the leadership 
of Kaufmann Kohler. The Conservatives 
completely disregarded the fact that the 
college had formally and fully  dissoci- 
ated itself from the Pittsburgh Platform. 
Actually, the breach resuked not so much 
from theological differences as from an 
accidemal infringemem of the dietary 
laws at the banquet climaxing the first 
ordination of rabbis in July.

ITH the rise of modern 
secular Jewish nationalism 
and Zionism in_ Eastern 
Europe, and particularly in Tsarist 
Russia, we saw also the beginning of 
Jewish socialist ideologies and labour 
movements. The main factors that 
caused their rise were the partial con- 
version to the proletariat of the Jewish 
masses in East European countries 
when these became industrialised at 
the end of the last century ; and the 
mass Jewish migration in the ‘eighties 
to America, where the great majority 
of emigrants became wage-earners. 
In 1881 the first Zionist pioneer 
movements, Am Olam and the Bilu, 
were founded in Russia: in 1882 the 


first Jewish Socialist organisation, 
“Der Propaganda Verein,” was 
founded jn America. In 1884 we saw 


the rise of the Chovevei Zion in 
Russia, followed by Jewish colonisa- 
tion in Argentina, and the foundation 
of the Ica by Baron de Hirsch. It 
was not mere coincidence that 1897 
saw. both the first Zionist Congress 
and the first conference of the Bund. 
the first Jewish workers’ party in 
Russia, which was to play such. an 
historic réle in the enlightenment and 
Organisation of Jewish youth in 
Eastern Europe till the beginning of 
its decline after the Russian Revolu- 
tion and the Balfour Declaration. 


The Dignity of Labour 


In truth one can say that «platonic 
Jewish socialism is as old, or as young, 
as the Haskala. Utopian—or, should 
one say, humanistic—socialism was 
one of the characteristic facets of the 
age of reason and enlightenment 
inaugurated by the French encvclo- 
pedists in the eighteenth century and 
fostered by the French Revolution. 
With the slogans of equality, 
fraternity, and the rights of man, it 
was natural that enlightened people 
should begin fo talk and preach about 
the dignity of labour. . The dignity of 
labour, and especially of agriculture, 
aS a contrast to the ephemeral “ airy 
livelihoods ” of the ghetto Jews, was a 
leitrrotiv in the writings of the first 
generations of the Maskilim. Even in 
their Biblical themes the ‘motif of 
labour and the plough was predomin- 
ant The restoration and rebuilding 
of the land was symbolised with the 
resurrection of the Jewish ploughman. 

Colonisation and agriculture 
became the main panacea for all 
Jewish problems, indeed the onls 
solution of the eternal Jewish prob- 
lem, in the ‘eighties of the last century. 

The platonic socialism of _ the 
majority of the Maskilim from Sal- 
vador and Hess onwards was charac- 
teristically Biblical. They found 
inspiration and sanction for the ideas 


of social justice in the _ Biblical 
Prophets, the great teachers and 
preachers of social justice among 


men and nations. 
Dubnow and Borochoy 


In 1876 Aaron Liebermann (1848- 
1880), the “Father” of Jewish 
Socialism, founded the first Society of 
Hebrew Socialists in London. Later, 
he founded jn Vienna the first Jewish 
Socialist organ, HaAEMETH, which was 
printed in Hebrew. Until the founda- 
tion of the Bund, which can be con- 
sidered historically as the first modern 
Jewish Marxist Socialist party, the 
majority of the pioneers of Jewish 
Socialism and of the Yiddish Socialist 
press in America were typical Mas- 
kiliim. The Bund was the first and, 
indeed, only great party in the history 
of modern Jewry to have recognised 
Yiddish as the national language of 
the Jewish people. 

Dubnow, the greatest national his- 
torian since Graetz, was ideologically 
nearest to the Bundists. They accepted 
his interpretation of Jewish history 
and his belief in Jewish cultural auto- 
nomy in the Diaspora. Perez, 
Nomberg, Reisen, and many other 
prominent Yiddish and Hebrew 
writers and poets were, at different 
stages, “fellow-travellers” of the 
Bund. The great popularity of the 
anti-Zionist Bund helped to stimulate 
the formation of the Poale Zion, which 
was destined to supersede the Bund 
in popularity. Seen retrospectively, 
the violeatly anti-Zionist Bund has 


contributed greatly to the rebuildin 
of Isfael by its social and cultura 


work among the masses. 

The greatest spiritual and intellec- 
tual figure in the history of Poale 
Zion was undoubtedly Ber Borochov 


(1881-1917), the theoretician and pub- 
licist. Borochov was the first, } ood 
retically, to combine Zionism with 
Marxism, and in his works, “ Our 
Platform,” and “ The National Ques- 
tion and the Class Struggle.” he gave 
a coherent modern Socialist-Zionist 
Weltanschauung to the party. Boro- 
chov started as a Russian writer, and 
became a Yiddish writer and a leading 
Yiddish philologist. 

Another outstanding fighter of the 
Bund in Russia before the Balfour 
Declaration was Vladimir Jabotinsky, 
who certainly played an historic rdle 
in the Zionist movement. Founder 
and leader of the Revisionist Party, 
Jabotinsky considered himself the heir 
of Herzl and Nordau. In his youth 


he was also influenced by Ahad 
Ha'am and Bialik. However, he was 
mainly influenced by the romantic 


anti-Socialist and aggressive national- 
ism prevalent in Europe between the 
two world wars, which was to become 
so catastrophic for the Jewish people. 
His Biblical heroes were not the great 
men of spirit but the national men of 
action. 


The Testing Ground 


For Jabotinsky political Zionism 
was an ideal of extreme urgency. He 
had no passions for the gradualism 
and political realism of Dr. Weiz- 
mann and the leaders of the Poale 
Zion in the period of realisation 
between the two wars. Like many 
other Zionist leaders and leaders of 
small nations, he learned his politics 
in England 

It can be seen from this survey of 
the spiritual builders of Israel] that 
almost all the national and cultural 
problems which confront modern 
Jewry arose from the general social 
and cultural conditions at the time of 
the Haskala movement at the end of 
the eighteenth century. 

Now. with the. renaissance of 
Jewishgatatehood all these and other 
important national problems will be 
tested in the State of Israel, which 
will become the great laborafory in 


which all our national and cultural 
problems will gradually be solved 
realistically.

Women Under 
Austerity 


N these swiftly changing times, it 
| is not surprising to find that the 

standards of living for many 
sections of the ulation all over 
the world are undergoing very drastic 
moderation. On one side of the 
picture we are constantly reminded 
of the fact that the vast Asiatic 
populations, who still enjoy only a 
bare subsistence level of living, form 
dangerous breeding grounds for sub- 
versive political doctrines. But the 
switch-over in living standards ts not 
confined to under-developed countries. 

In many ways Jews are specifically 
concerned. They have been the people 
most subject in the past to sudden 
changes in fortune, and their ability 
in so many cases to rise above ‘the 
conditions into which external forces 
have plunged them has provided them 
witha technique fer sustaiming changes 
in their own economic fate. They 
have acquired. a kind of bitter 
optimism, summarised in the words of 
Dr. Weizmann’s mother, quoted in 
“ Trial and Error.” Two of her sons, 
the President of Israel to-day and 
Samuel, were wont to argue very 
heatedly in the old days of Tsarist 
Russia. For Samuel was a Bundist 
Socialist and Chaim, of course, was a 
Zionist. Whatever happens,” declared 
this wise woman, “it will be all. right. 
Because if Schmuel ts nght things will 
be wonderful in Russia, and if Chaim 
is right we will all go to Palestine.” 


A Factor in Survival 


This spirit innate in the wives and 
mothers of Israel through their long 
exile was no small factor in their 
survival. But to-day the ability of 
Jews to acclimatise themselves swiftly 
to vjolent changes in the economic 
sphere often exposes them to the 
envy of others. It may, however, be 
a deciding factor in the ability of 
people of Israel to-day to weather 
the storm of severe austerity through 
which they are passing. 

Jewish women are progressive , they 
are ambitious for their children and 
ready to accept new ideas for 
improving their family life. But they 
have learnt jn a hard school to watt 
in the serene composure of their faith 
for the better days to come. 

In other communities to-day the 


. changes ate less well sustained. While 
the standard of living among working- 
class yple has sensibly improved, 
that of the middle classes has declined. 
It might be a Mee idea to look jnto 
the methods by which our: people in 
the past managed to go forward in 
spite of seemingly insuperable odds. 
What were the key-notes of success of 
the Jewjsh families who rose from 
extreme poverty to competence or even 
affluence? One very significant factor 
was the strength of Jewish family life. 
The mothers and wives of the poor 
Jews who made good were in practi- 
cally every case the true helpmeets of 
their husbands and the untiring 
of their children. The 
amily to them was the very shrine 
of their faith. 

This fact should not be overlooked 
by those anxious to stabilise and 
improve the standards of living to-day. 
These objects can be attained only 
when the family as a unit of human 
progress is not only recognised but 
accorded its proper place in the 
scheme of society. The decline of any 
section of the community will be 
determined by the ability of the 
women to surmount their difficulties.

Candi- 
dates must have received full-time educa- 
uon up to 16 ‘years of age, and have 
obtained the School Certificate or Matri- 
culation, including a pass in English and 
Aruhmetic. The minimum age at the 
time of entry is 18 years.

SMOKED FISH 


Savoury and substantial dishes can be 
made with smoked fish for a main course 
in place of meat. . 

Serve these with leeks, onions, or 
carras in white sauce. spinach, grilled or 
baked tomatoes, or unned peas. 


Toad-in-the-Hole 


Smoked fillet, 7 Ib. ; flour, 4 oz.: milk, 
pt.; fat, | oz.; 1 egg; sak and 


ae Ke a batter with the flour, egg. and 
milk and season with salt and pepper. 
Put the fish into a pan with sufficient 
tepid water to cover, bring to the boil, 
and cook gently for 10 minutes. Then 
drain, remove skin and bones, and flake 
it. Put the fat in a shallow baking dish 
and place it in the oven till smoking hot, 
then put the fish in the dish, pour over 
the batter, and bake in a hot oven about 
S0 minutes (425°—Regulo No. 6). 


Fish Pudding Steamed 


Cooked smoked fillet, 1 Ib.: cooked 
rice, 1 breakfastcupful : margarime, | oz. ; 
chopped parsicy, | tablespoonful; half a 
lemon; | egg; salt and pepper. 

Remove the skin and bone from the 
fish and flake it finely, mix it with the 
rice, grated rind and juice of half a 
lemon, and the parsicy. Mek the mar- 
garine and stir this in with the beaten 
egg. Turn into a greased basin, cover, 
and steam for 1-14 hours. Turn out on 
to a hot dish and serve with white sauce 
flavoured with anchovy essence. chopped 
capers, or chopped piccalill. 

Fish Flan 

Smoked fillet, 1 milk, pi.: mar- 
garine, 1 oz.: flour, I} oz.: grated 
cheese, 1 oz.; breadcrumbs, | tablespoon- 
ful; pastry case 

Pastry Case. Sieve 6 oz. of selfraising 
flour seasoned with salt and pepper into a 
bow!. rub in 3 oz. of margarine or cook- 
ing fat, add 4 oz. of grated cheese, and 
mix to a firm dough with cold water. 
Roll out and line an 8-inch flan ring or 
sandwich tin, press in a piece of greased 
Paper, and pul a few crusis on top to 
keep the pastry in shape. Bake about 25 
minutes, the first 15 minutes in a hot 
oven, then remove the crusts and paper, 
and lower the heat to finish cooking. 

Filling. While the pastry is in the 
oven, cook, skin, and flake the fish. 
Mek the margarine in a saucepan, stir 
in the flour,-cook gently for a couple of 
minutes, then gradualiy add the milk and 
an equal quantity of water in which 
the fish was cooked. Stir till boiling, 
summer ior 2 or 3 minutes, then mix in 
the fish and turn into the pastry case. 
Sprinkle with the cheese, then with bread- 
crumbs, and lastly a little melted mar- 
garine. Brown for a few minutes under 
the grill or in the top of a hot oven.

GERMAN BOXERS’

against the club at the Nine Elms baths 
on March 7, Mr. Edward Theodore Gold- 
berg, a Vice-President of the club, has 


resigned. 

In his letter of resignation, Mr. Gold- 
berg wrote to the Secretary: “. . . this 
secking out of a cifically German 
team stands out either as an unpar- 
donable blunder, or a gratuitous 
insult ; an insult to those who risked their 
all, and the memory of those who gave 
their all, ~~ a life-and-death struggle with

"ae sneet ‘be recalled that it is less than 
six years ago that German bombs were 
dropping on London . that German 
guards were perpetrating atrocities on 
prisoners of all nationalities. 

“I cannot, m honour, be associated 
with this enterprise 


Incensed at Arrangments 


Mr. Goldberg, who is a graduate in 
Arts and Law of the University of Leeds 
and a former featherweight boxing cham- 
pion of his university, told me thai as a 
Jew he was naturally incensed at the 
arrangements to bring over this German 
team. As a schoolmaster who was in the 
haba of taking his boys—most of them 
are non-Jews—to Caius for training, he 
was most anxious that his charges should 
not be “ contaminated.” 

When the meeting of the club was held 
to decide on the arrangements, Mr. 
Goldberg said. he was in France. He 
stressed that his objection was not solely 
because he is a Jow.- 

He mentioned the case of the club's 
hgehtweight champion, Andy Santos, a 
Spantsh boy. both of whose parents 
were killed in a Nazi air-raid in Spain. 
Santos and many other members of the 
club have expressed their determination 
not to box against the Germans. There 
is a probability, he said, that on the night 
it will be found that all or most of the 
apponems for the Germans will have 
come from other clubs. 

Mr. W. T. Lovett, Secretary of the 
Caius told THe Jewisn 
CHronicce that he detested Nazism and 
Nazis as much as anyone, but if the 
Governments of this country and of 
America saw fit to lighten the sentences 
of Nazi war criminals, there could be no 
reason for British sportsmen to pursue 
hostility to the Germans, particularly in 
the sphere of sport.

THE SANCTUARY 
By “AUNTIE” 


R the next few weeks our 

Sidra readings are concerned with 

the building of the Sanctuary. 
it was built in accordance with the 
express wish of God who said to 
Moses, “ Let them make Me a Sanc- 
tuary, that I may dwell among them.” 
God gave Israel a privilege He had 
given to no other nation—the supreme 
privilege of building a Sanctuary and 
worshipping Him there. 

But m granting the Children of 
israel this permission to build a 
Sanctuary, God desired that it should 
be the work of the whole congregation, 
as an expression of unity and of love. 
He said : “ Of every man whose heart 
maketh him willing ye shall take My 
offering.” Every man was to give as 
he felt inclined or as he was able: 
no one was obliged to do so. 

Moses had been shown by God the 
pattern in which the Sanctuary was 
to be built: the shape and size of 
the various parts were explained, ard 
the sacred vessels were described. The 
actual bujlding was to be so con- 
structed that it could be readily taken 
down and put together again during 
the journeyings in the wilderness. 

Moses asked God to appoint a man 
who would supervise the sacred task 
and Bezajel was named—-a man who 
was full of wisdom, knew the Torah

and, as his name tells you, was “i 
the shadow of God.” 
The very first thing Bezalel con- 
structed was the Ark of the Covenant. 
This consisted of three caskets. a gold 
one (ten spans long) inside which was 
a wooden one (nine spans long), and 
within this wooden one another of 
gold (eight spans). The Ark contained 
the Two Tables of the Ten Com- 
mandments, and during the march it 
was always covered with a cloth of 
lue because this is said to be the 
colour of the Heavenly Throne. 


Solomon Retained the Ark ~ 


This Ark that Bezalel made was 
used again by Solomon for the 
Temple, although all the other furnish- 
ings of the Temple were new. At 
the time of the destruction of the 
Temple by Nebuchadnezzar, it was 
hidden so as not to fall into the hands 
of the enemy. 

Bezalel made a table on which to 
place the shewbread and a candlestick. 
This candlestick was also set up after- 
wards in the Temple of Solomon. 
who, although he set up ten other 
candlesticks, always lit this one first 

When Moses assembled the people 
and asked them to bring offerings for 
the Sanctuary, they brought al! kinds 
of treasures and ornaments, and in two 
days all that was necessary for the 
building of the Tabernacle was in his 
hands. 

So the Sanctuary was built and used 
m the same way as we use the 
synagogues in which we pray to God 
and in which His word is read and 
explained to us.

Seven thousand workers in Israel's 
metal industry are at presemt unem- 
ployed; 1,500 of them are on strike, and 
the remainder have been locked out by 
their employers, who are members of the 
Manufacturers’ Association.

New Regulation Includes Israel! 


The Chancellor.of the Exchequer '!s 
now prepared to allow up to £35 worth 
of dollars or of any other foreign cur- 
rency on application through banks orf 
travel agencies by anyone wishing to 
visit close relatives living abroad. 
Treasury states that in the case of 
coumtries to which there is a_ tourist 
allowance this allowance is additional. 

The new regulation also applies to 
Israel, and this means that people visiting 
close relatives there may apply for the 
£35 in addition to the £100 tourist allow- 
ance.
